Word comes from the north that the 
visit of President Elliott some time ago 
to Koochiching and his trip over the 
Minnesota A International from 
Brain­ 
erd to Northome means that the road 
will build this year not onlyjfrom N orth­ 
ome to Hippie, but clear through to 
Koochiching. 
Tho work of grading the extension 
from Northome to Hippie is now under 
way, and the work of laying steel on 
this extension will be begun not later 
than Nov. I. 
The fact that several big 
swamps have to be crossed has greatly 
retarded the work, while the mildness of 
the season has thus far made it practi­ 
cally impossible to do any grading across 
some of these swamps.
